THE BAUJtOAIl SITUATION.

The responsi- 
bility for this condition lies largely 
with a paternal government which has 
IniliUd upon higher wages for rail- 
road labor, but has hesitated about 
permitting the railroads to advance 
their freight rates sufficiently to meet 
the enlarged cost of operation.
